lhe RICO law was onginally enacted 

‘0 Ww deter organized crime, since 
has been used in lawsuits involving van- 
us business disputes. Specifically, the 





law prohibits “any person employed or 
associated with any enterprise 
in..interstate or foreign commerce...to 
participate in a pattem of racketeering 
acuvity.” RICO defines a “pattern of 
racketeenng” as (wo or more “predicate 
acts” which are outlined in a long list of 
base crimes and include extortion 

Previously, two lower federal courts 
dismissed the use of RICO in abortion 
acu vist Cases on the basis that the rack- 
eteering charges do not apply in the ab 
sence of “economic motivation.”” How 
ever, the Clinton administration, when 
asked to review the case, decided that the 
federal appeals court interpretation of the 
law was too “narrow and grudging.”’ The 
Supreme Court agreed to argue the case 
in 1994 

Randall Terry of Operation Rescue 
has voiced his opposition to the decision 
to review RICO. “If Operation Rescue 
loses this case, then freedom of speech is 
dead.” he has said. “Any politically un- 
popular protest group could be accused of 
racketeering and conspiracy for their ac- 
tivities.”

the Ku Klux Klan Act. The Ku Klux Klan 
Act bans conspiracies that are “motivated 
by hatred” to violate constitutional nights 
In January, the Supreme Court nuled that 
federal judges may not invoke this act to 
prevent the closure of abortion clinics 
However, in Apnil, the Second U.S 
Circuit Court of Appeals in New York 
City ruled that the Ku Klux Klan act may 
sull be a viable means of preventing 
protesters from blockading abortion clin 
cs. ‘This decision came after the court 
ruled against a long-standing injunction 
that prohibited Operation Rescue from 
blocking a Connecticut women’s medi 
cal clinic. The appeals court, while lifting 
the injunction, also interpreted the Janu 
ary Supreme Court ruling involving the 
Ku Klux Klai: Act, not as an absolute 
dismissal of its application, but rather asa 
mowvon requinng that a “higher standard 
of proof” be shown in reasoning that anti- 
abortion protestors show the same kind of 
hostility towards women that the Ku Klux 
Klan shows towards blacks. The NY 
court said that the Supreme Court based 
their ruling on the facts in only one par 
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cular case, which does not mean that the 
hecessary animosity could not be proven 
in another case 
And so, with the Supreme Court over- 
loaded by an overwhelming number of 
cases, facts and figures, sometimes it is 
left up to individual states to set the stan- 
dards involving free speech. Another ex 
ample of this is an injunction established 
in Flonda by the Seminole County Cir 
cuitCourt which enacted a 36-foot buffer 
zonearoundaboruon clinics. This “buffer 
zone” prohibits chanting, loud noises 
before noca (when most surgeries are 
scheduled) and prevents protesters from 
approaching people within 300 feet of a 
clinic. A 300-foot “buffer” is also set 
around the homes of clinic staff. The state 
Of Colorado has also recently passed a 
similar law.

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Stanford ranks near bottom in survey 
on national universities hiring females 


PALO ALTO, Calif. (AP) — A commitice found that Stanford 
University lags behind most other top-ranking universities in hiring and 
retaining women faculty members. 

“Intellectual prowess comes in both genders and all colors, and we are 
Hot doing very well in that regard,” Provost Condoleezza Rice said, 
cornmenting on findings by her Committee on the Recruitment and 
Reiention of Women Faculty. 

The report was presented Thursday at a faculty meeting. 

During the past two decades, the number of women faculty members 
at Stanford has risen to almost 16 percent from 7 percent, the report said. 
Bust compared with 20 ivy League, Pacific 10. and other schools, Stanford 
ranked third from the bottom in percentage of all faculty members whoare 
women. It was fifth from the bottom for tenured women professors. 

Rice said in her next budget letter to department heads and deans, she 
will emphasize that they should establish objectives, including recruiting 
women, that will be considered in allocating fands. 


Louisiana officials anxiously await 
verdict in college desegregation case 


BATON ROUGE, La. (AP) — Nearly six months after the Sth U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals heard arguments iri the Louisiana college 
desegregation case, officials are still awaiting a ruling. 

Almost everyone involved is surprised that it has taken so long for the 
Sth Circuit to rule on the state’s appeal of the swevping desegregation 
order handed down last Dec. 23 by U.S. District Judge Charles Sch wartz 
another “Christmas present” later this month by niling on Schwart;’s 
order laier this month, 

The order would restructure the state's higher education system by 
replacing ihe four college management boards with asingle super board, 

The order also requires creation of a community college system and 
demands that certain colleges — mciuding LSU, Southern University, 
and the University of Southwestern Lowisiana — to adopt selective 
admissions. 

Attortey General Richard Ieyoub, who personally argued the state’s 
appeal last June, said he hopes the Sth Curcuit will grant his request for 2 
new trial to dispute Schwartz's finding that the state is operating an 
illegally segregated college system 

In addition, leyoub said he bopes the court willuse this case to establish 
some guidelines and to further interpeet the U.S. Supreme Court's ruling 
in a similar Mississippi college desegregation case. 

leyoub said he also hopes the Sth Circuit will set some rules for federal 
Judges who seek to tamper with state constitutionally created bodies such 
as Louisiana's four higher education management boards, 

Anarguments before the Sth Circnit last summer, US. Justice Depart- 
ment atiorney Mark Gross said his agency has never supported a siagic- 


However, Gross said a federal judge has authority to address govern- 
ment structures, such as college boards, if he believes the boarcls are 
interfering with the desegregation of colleges. 

leyoub said if the Sth Circuit upholds Schwartz's ruling, he intends to 
appeal it to thé US. Supreme Coart. 

If Schw.wtz"s order is upheld and the Supreme Court does not issue a 
Stay, Louisiana’s higher education structure would change rapidly, said 
Comunissioner of Higher Education Sarnmie Cosper, 

Within a matier of weeks, the governor would have to make appoint: 
ments to the new super board and the state Senate would have to start 
confirming them, Cosper said. 

Schwartz's order requires the Board of Regents, the LSU Board of 
Supervisors, the Southem University Board of Supervisors and the Board 
Of Trustees for State Colleges and Universities to disband within 60 days 
after the desegregation order takes effect.

WASHINGTON (AP)-— American colleges and um versities don pprepare 
undergraduate students adequately to fill the needs of society, a pane! headed by 
former US. Sen. William Brock says. 

‘The Wingspread Group on Higher Education called on the colleges and 
universities to candidly reassess the way they do business. 

Education Secretary Richard Riley called the report a “wake-up call.” 

The Wingspread Group, funded by four private foundations, challenged 
institutions of higher education to: 

~—Evaluate themselves and make public a plan to build on strength and fix 
weaknesses. 
-— Spell out entry and graduation requirements 
— Develop aagriculum guaranteeing al! stadents.a broad liberal edncation. 
—~ Assure that “next year’s entering students will graduaie as individuals of 
character, more sensitive to the needs of the community, more competent to 
contribute t© society, and more civil in habrts of thought. speech and action.” 
Brock said in an interview last week thal values were key to the improve- 
ment of higher education 
“tf the school really does put the student at the center of all they do, they are 
exemplifying values, respecting the mdividuals,” he sad. 
Asked to define values, he listed integrity, respect for others, civility, 
freedom of speach and religion, “the core themes that allow people to five 
He said schools should ask themselves if they teach integrity and look at the 
penalties they have forlying, cheating and stealing.
